The lauitw iu this upartment were then 
old enough to be allowed to run outside

Thi new road law gives the fiscal court 
of eecb county general charge aud super- 
vision of the public roads and bridges 
therein and provides that they shall be 
maintained by taxation or by handa al- 
lotted to work thereon, in its discretion. 
All able bodied citizens between 18 and 
50 years of age, except licensed preach- 
ers aud citizens of incorporated towns, 
may be required to work on the roads six 
days in a year, a day to be reckoned at 
eight hours. Fcr this work the court can 
allow a reasonable compensation, which 
amount ahall go towards the payment of 
taxes, the residue being paid in money 
to the person so working. This law was 
passed by s democratic legislature and a 
democratic fiscal court will give the peo- 
ple the benefit ol its provisions. The 
democratic nominee for judge has for 
years tieen in (avor of paying people to 
work on roads aud the nominees for mag- 
istrate are likewise its favor of it. 

lies Davison is trying to make capital 
by telling the poorer people that if he 
and hia henchmen are elected, they will 
pay them $1 a day for working the roads 
and that the democrats will not.
